Count Tolstol is dead. He passed
away peacefully Sunday, after surviv
ing & number of alarming heart at-
tacks during the day and night.

His wife and family were admitted
to Tolstol's bedslde several times,

The distingulshed patient had suf.
forod meveral serlous attaeks of the
heart In the course of the night,

Durlng the early morning hours
these followed each other In rapld
sicecession, but were . qulekly re
Heved,

Tolstol's conditlon after each at
tack was what the attending physl-
clane called "deceptively encourag-
Ing." The patient slept for a Iittls
and seemeod to breathe more comfort.
ably than usual. During one of the
hard attacks Tolstol was alone with
his eldest daughter, Tatina, He
suddenly clutehed her hand and
drew her to him. He seemed to
be choking, but was able Lo whigper:

"'.\‘nw the end has come; that ia
all."

Tatina was greatly frightened and
tried (o free herself so that she might
run for the doctor, but her father
would not release his grasp. She
called loudly from where she sat,
The physiclans (mjected eamphor,
which had an almost Immediate ef
feet in  relleving the pressure
Tolstol soon ralsed hils head and
then drew himself up to a sitting
posltion. When he had recovered his
hreath ho sald:

“There are milllons of people and
many sufferers in the world, Why
always anxious about me?"

THE NATIONAL GRANGE.

Effort To Bring About Penee Be
tween Warring Factions,

Atlantie City, N. J. (Speeial).—In
an attempt to bring the warring fac-
tions of the National Grange, Patrons
of Husbandry, into harmonious rela-
tions, Willlam T. Creasy, worthy mas
ter of the Pennsylvania State Grange,
introduced & peace resolution fn the
convention which he asked be turn-
ed over to the committee for the
good of the order.
